DEVELOPMENTS  TAKEN  TO  SHOW 

THAT  SITUATION  IS  CRITICAL

LONDON,  Sept  25.— It  was  understood  tonight  that  the  Gov- 
ernment today  made  a  new  proposal  to  the  representatives  of  the 
National  Union  of  Railwaymen,  who  are  threatening  a  general  strike 
on  Friday  unless  their  demands  for  a  basis  for  the  standardization  of 
wages  are  settled  meantime. 

The  disputes  between  the  railwaymen  and  the  Government  were 
tinder  consideration  for  many  hours  today,  both  by  the  Cabinet  in 
conference  with  the  railway  leaders,  and  separately  by  the  executive 
committee  of  the  National  Union  of  Railwaymen.  When  the  confer- 
ence ended  this  evening  a  brief  statement  was  issued  by  the  secre- 
tary to  Premier  Lloyd  George,  saying: 

"The  whole  situation  has  been  fully  and  frankly  discussed  from 
the  viewpoint  of  the  National  Union  of  Railwaymen,  and  it  was 
agreed  to  renew  the  discussion  tomorrow." 

Questioned  tonight,  when  leaving  the  Cabinet  Council,  Sir  Eric 
Geddes  said  no  settlement  of  the  difficulty  had  been  reached. 

No  official  statement  was  available,  but  according  to  unofficial 
reports  there  'was  very  plain  speaking  at  the  conference,  although  the 
spirit  of  compromise  appeared  to  prevail  and  there  was  great  hope 
that  a  settlement  of  the  controversy  would  be  reached  tomorrow. 
y  That  the  situation. is  still  filled  with  dangerous  possibilities,  how- 
ever,'apparently  is  indicated  by  an  official  announcement  that  the 
Premier  has  cancelled  an  engagement  he  had  at  Carnarvon  on  Sat- 
urday owing  to  the  crisis.

H.  Gary,  directing  head  of  the  cor- 
poration, declared  In  a  statement  to- 
night, speaking  for  himself,  that  he 
believed  the  board  of  directors  "can- 
not negotiate  or  confer  with  Mr. 
Fitspatrlck  or  his  assistants." 

Mr.  Gary  was  shown  the  dispatch 
while  he  was  attending  a  dinner 
given  here  today  by  Baron  Koudo, 
president  of  the  Japan  Mall  .steam- 
ship Company,  and  was  asked  to 
make  some  comment.  Breaking  the 
silence  he  has  maintained*  since  the 
beginning  of  the  strike.  Mr.  Gary 
wrote  a  statement  while  seated  at  the 
table,  and  then,  calling  the  newspaper 
men  Into  the  hall,  read  it  to  them. 

"The  hoard  of  directors  of  the 
United  States  Steel  Corporation  «•« 
the  representatives  of  nearly  150,00* 
stockholders,  Including  from  «0,000 
to  70,000  employees,"  said  the  state* 
ment.  "We  are  their  servants,  and 
are  selected  to  represent  und  protect 
their  interests  and  also  the  Interests 
of  all  oar  260.000  employees,  the  ma- 
jority of  whom,  I  think,  are  not 
members  of  labor  unions. 

"Moreover,  I  believe  our  corpora- 
tion Is  under  great  obligations  to  tho 
general  public  concerning  the  •  Issues 
Involved  In  the  pending  strike.  In' 
these  circumstances  I  would  not  at- 
present  sssume  to  answer  tho  ques- 
tion propounded  to  me.

WA8IIINOTON,  Sept.  25— Senate  In- 
vestigation of  the  nation-wide  strike  of 
steel  workers^  to  determine  whether 
remedial  action  Can  be'  taken  by  the 
Federal  Government  was  opened  here 
today  with  Mr.  John  Fitspatrlck,  chair- 
man of  the  union  committee,  conducting 
the  strike,  ss  the  flrst  witness  before 
'the  education  and  labor  committee. 
,  Mr.  Fitspatrlck  opened  his  statement 
with  what  he  said  was  a  brief  history 
of  labor  conditions  In  the  steel  indus- 
try. 

"With  the  creation  of  the  steel  cor- 
poration a  campaign  was  begun  with 
the  object  of  pushing  orgsnlsed  work- 
ers out  of  the  mills."  he  said.  "A  great 
sum  of  money,  I  don't  know  whether 
It  wus  |2.00M«0  or  120.000,000  waa  ap- 
propriated. In  recent  years  labor  has 
begun  to  realise  the  trsmendou*  im- 
portance of  the  steel  industry  and  Its 
Influence  on  other  Industries.     . 

"While  we  were  getting  the  8-hour 
day  and  better  working  conditions 
elsewhere  the  steel  mills  still  operated 
with  very  long  hours  and  with  wages 
below  the  proper  line.  Labor  understood 
then  the  necessity  of  organising  the 
steel  Industry  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
trolling Its  effects  on  others,  and  hi  the 
last  two  conventions  of  the  Federation 
of  Labor  the  atep  was  authorised." 


OTTAWA,  Sept.  25— This  afternoon 
the  House  slaughtered  Mr.  I.  E.  Ped- 
low's bill  to  make  the  second  Monday 
in  November  a  permanent  thanksgiving 
day.  so  that  it  would  be  observed  In 
commemoration  of  the  blessings  of 
peace  as  well  as  being  a  day  of  thank- 
fulness for  the  gifts  of  Providence. 
On  the  third  reading.  Dr.  Michael 
Steele,  South  Perth,  moved  the  six 
months'  hoist,  and  the  amendment  was 
ca&rled  on  a  division  of  7»  to  73.

When  the  bill  left  oemmlttee  the 
other  night  It  made  November  11  (Ar- 
mistice Day)  a  permanent  thanksgiving 
day.  This  afternoon  the  House,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  A.  R.  McMaster.  Brome. 
adopted  an  amendment  changing  this 
date  to  the  second  Monday  In  November. 
Then  came  the  six  months'  hoist  mo- 
tion and  the  demise  of  the  proposed 
measure.

He  dealt  almost  entirely  with  the  In.

U.  S.  TO  FUND  DEBTS 

OWING  BY  ALLIES 

WASHINGTON.  Sept.  t % — Negotia- 
tions will  be  put  under  way  soon  for 
the  funding  of  the  Allies'  obligations 
to  the  United  States  into  long-term  se- 
curities. 

Approximately  $10,000,000,000  of 
war  credits  have  been,  advanced  to  the 
Allies  on  short  terms.  Interest 
charges  on  the  outstanding  notes  will 
be  taken  care  of  In  the  details  of  the 
funding  agreement  yet  to  be  worked 
out. 

Great  Britain  is  the  largest  debtor 
to  this  Government,  owing  about  St,- 
000,000.000,  with  France  and  Italy  ow- 
ing most  of  the  remainder.

DANGERS  THREATEN 
FROM  ANY  COURSE 


Observers  Foresee  Internal  Anarchy  if  Territory  Is 
Not  Annexed  to  Italy — Retention  Means  Hos- 
tility to  Peace  Conference — How  Parties  in 
Country  Are  Ranged  on  Question 


LONDON,  Sept.  25.— In  addition  to 
dealing  wKh  the  railway  crisis,  Pre- 
mier Lloyd  George  called  many  of 
the  Cabinet  Ministers  into  special  con- 
ferences that  created  much  specula- 
tion. 

The  belief  waa  expressed  in  high 
political  quarters  that  some  impor- 
tant decisions  were  being  taken,  prob- 
ably Involving  ministerial  changes. 

Lately  rumor  has  been  busy  con- 
cerning the  possible  resignation  of 
Viscount  French,  Lord  Lieutenant, 
and  James  Ian  Macpherson,  Chief 
Secretary  for  Ireland. 

Viscount  French  has  been  in  Lon- 
don for  several  days  consulting  with 
Government  officials,  and  was  In  a 
two-hour  conference  today  with  the 
Cabinet,  giving  his  views  fully  on 
Irish   problems. 

According  to  The  Evening  News  he 
he  advocated  another  attempt  to  set- 
tle the  question  of  an  Irish  Govern- 
ment, and  his  advice  was  taken  and  a 
new  proposal  drafted  and  will  be 
submitted  to  Parliament  when  tho 
House  of  Commons  reassembles. 

The  newspaper  adds  that  Viscount 
French  will,  return  to  Dublin  and  re- 
tain the  Lord  Lieutenancy,  but  says 
It  Is  not  unlikely  that  Mr.  Macpher- 
son before  long  will  be  transferred 
to  another  post.

DUBLIN.  Sept.  26.  —  Patrick 
O'Keefe,  Sinn  Fein  member  of  Par- 
liament for  the  Northern  division  of 
Cork,  was  acquitted  today  .after  a  trial 
by  court-martial  an  the  charge  of  un- 
lawfully having  Irnw  in  his  posses- 
sion. Ho  was  arrested  September  IT 
during  the  scries  of  raids  and  searches 
for  arms  and  weapons  carried  out  by 
the  authorities. 

On  other  charges  of  sedition,  advo- 
cacy of  public  armed  Volunteers  and 
ostracism  of  the  police,  <  »'Keefe  plead- 
ed not  guilty,  and  refused  t>>  recog- 
nize the  validity  of  the  court.  The 
court-martial  thereupon  reserved 
Judgment. 


Increase  of  Pay  In  New  York 

NEW  YORK.  Sept.  25.— Increases 
In  the  pay  of  policemen,  firemen  and 
all  civil  service  employees  of  the  city, 
amounting,  to  about  410,000,000  an- 
nually, were  agreed  upon  late  today 
by  the  finance  and  budget  committer 
of  the  board  of  estimates. 


ROME,  Sept  25.— Cabinet  ministers  do  not  conceal  the  enormous 
gravity  of  the  situation  and  the  serious  difficulty,  not  to  say  the 
impossibility,  of  finding  a* satisfactory  solution  of  the  Fiona  problem. 
They  do  not  want  to  use  force  against  Capt.  D*AnnunsrO,  wishing  to 
avoid  fratricidal  conflict,  and  it  is  stated  that  this  hesitation  may  be 
partially  due  to  the  fact  that  troops  ordered  against  the  poet's  forces 
might  refuse  to  obey  orders.    .  •  ..  s 

Persuasion,  it  is  stated  here,  is  useless  without  agreeing  to  Captain 
D'Anntmsio's  conditions — the  annexation  of  the  port  of  Frame  and 
the  hinterland  to  Italy  proper.  It  is  also  asserted  that  if  the  Italian 
Government  should  accept  the  conditions  she  would  have  against  her 
not  only  the  Allies  but  her  erstwhile  enemies,  headed  by  Jugo-Slavia, 
which  perhaps  would  already  have  acted  but  for  internal  troubles  and 
the  lack  of  a  responsible  man  in  power.    . 

The  Italian  Government  was  the  first  to  recognise  the  impossibility 
of  holding  Fiume  against  the  will  of  the  Peace  Conference.  The 
advisability  of  the  cabinet  resigning  has  been  — — i-nf,  but  the  idea 
has  been  abandoned,  since  a  ministerial  crisis  would  not  help  to  solve 
the  problem,  nor  is  there  available  a  man  with  greater  authority  or 
more  energy  than  Premier  Nitti,  who  is  generally  considered  the 
strongest  statesman  possessed  by  Italy.  He  has  considerable  oppo- 
sition, however,  which  ia  fomented  by  nationalists  and  supporters  of 
Baron  Sonnino,  former  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs.

Premier  Clemenceau 
Urges  Ratification 

Declares  That  Treaty  Must  Be  Accepted  as  Joint 

Production  of  Allies — Rejection  Would  Mean 

Disaster  for  France — Prospect  of  Long 

Debate  in  Chamber 


OTTAWA,  Sept.  ,lm. — In  the  Senate 
this  afternoon'  the  *  Government  Mil 
ratifying  the  Paris  peace  treaty  and 
the  League  of  Nations  was  received 
from  the  Commons,  read  the  first  time 
snd  placed  on  the  order  paper  for 
second  reading  on  Tuesday  nest. 


#>ARI8.  8ept.  25. — Premier  Clemen- 
ceau delivered  his  long  expected  speech 
In  the  debate  on  the  ratification  of  the 
peace  treaty  in  the  Chamber  of  Dep- 
uties this  sfternenn.  The  whole  trend 
of  his  argument  In  favor  of  the  treaty 
{  was  that  the  treaty  was  one  of  solid- 
arity between  Allies,  who.  united  in 
[  war.    must   be   united   In   peace. 

M  Clemenceau  stated  that  the  treaty 
contained  many  Imperfections,  but  said 
It  was  the  culmination  of  the  work  "of 
the  coalition  of  liberation,"  the  first  of 
Ita  sort  In  the  history  of  the  world, 
ss  the  treaty  was  the  dawn  of  a  new 
era.  He  recalled  the  dark  days  of  1*17, 
and  declared  to  the  opponents  of  the 
treaty  that  If  a  peace  proposal  had  been 
received  then,  returning  Alsace  and  Lor- 
raine to  France,  no  Frenchman  would 
have  demanded  the  Insertion  of  any 
other  clause,  but  would  have  accept- 
ed It. 

.  The  treaty  brought  back  mors  than 
the  lest  Provinces:  It  plsced  France 
on-  the  highest  pinnacle  or  fame  and 
honor,  and  In  a  few  years  Would  bring 
prosperity. 

Those  who  had  spoken  In  the  debate, 
the  Premier  had  pointed  out.  had  criti- 
cised   the   details   of   the    treaty,    which 
by  their  labor. 
must  be  considered,  accepted  or  reject* 


ed  as  a  whole,  whether  the  Instrument 
wss  helpful  or  harmful  to  France.  The 
treaty  was  "the  ensemble  of  possibili- 
ties," which  was  worth  whst  the  future 
ruling  claases  of  France  would  make  It 
The  Premler'a  effort  was  tremen- 
dous: he  remained  on  the  tribune 
for  more  than  two  hours.  Many  times 
he  seemed  to  weaken,  his  voice  becom- 
ing so  low  as  to  be  almost  Inaudible 
beyond  the  first  row  of  Government 
benches.  But  he  waved  off  the  ad- 
vice from  all  quarters  of  the  Cham- 
ber to  "rest."  and  doggedly  continued 
to  display  his  Indomitable  spirit.  He 
passed  lightly  over  the  criticism 
which  ha*  been  prominent  In  the  do- 
bate,  that  the  French  language  is  not 
the  official  language  fo  the  treaty, 
saying: 

"It  Is  not  my  fault  If  the  Bnglleh 
language  Is  spoken  hy  nearly  two. 
'hints  of  tho  civilised   world." 

The  Chamber's  apparent  determina- 
tion to  prolong  debate  as  long  as  pos- 
sible was  not  deterred  by  few  Pre- 
mier's request  for  a  vote  on  the  treaty 
today,  for.  while  M.  Clemenceau  was 
speaking,  several  deputies  Inscribed 
l  heir  names  on  President  Deachejiel'a 
list  as  participants  In  the  debate:  M. 
Clemenceau  warned  the  Chamber  that 
if  It  refused  to  reLafjh  tie  treaty.  It

IS  FROWNED  II 


Trades  and  Labor  Congress 
Emphatically  Endorses  Con* 
demnation  of  Idea— Ques- 

!*  tlon  of   Labor  Candidates,

HAMILTON.  Sept.  25.— The  Ono 
Big  Union  movement  received  a  de- 
cided setback  at  the  evening  session 
of  the  Trade*  add  Labor  Congress 
whe  the  delegate*  endorsed  the  re- 
port of  the  Kxocutlve  Council  which 
denounced  the  movement.  For  two 
hours  members  expressed  their  senti- 
ments (or  and  against  the  Idea,  but 
when  the  question  was  voted  on  there 
was  only  one  voice  declaring  sup- 
port of  the  One  Big  Union.  Follow- 
ing this  action  a  motion  was  carried 
to  the  effect  that  the  One  Big  Union 
should  never  again  be  discussed  in 
the  conference. 

*j  That  advocacy  of  the  establishment 
of  workmen's  and  soldiers'  councils  in 
Canada  was  embodied  in  the  rough 
draft  of.  a  reconstruction  programme 
submitted,  by  Vice-President  David 
ftees.  Vancouver,  at  a  mooting  early 
last  Winter  of  the  Executive  Council 
of  the  Dominion  Trades  and  Labor 
Congress,  came  to  light  at  the  after- 
noon session  of  the  convention  10- 
day.         » 

•  The  whole  matter .  dates  back  to 
■the  last  congress  at  Quebec,  when  the 
•Bxecutive  Council  WAS  instructed  to 
'prepare  a  declaration  of  principles  for 
the  guidance  of  the  trades  unionists 
throughout  the  country.  In  its  re- 
port, submitted  to  'the  Congress  to- 
day, the  Executive  Council  states  that 
much  time  was  spent  in  an  endeavor 
to  comply  with'  this'  instruction. 

"Secretary  Draper,"  reads  the  re- 
port, "being  away 'in  England  at  tho 
time,  was  -unable  to  take  part  in  the 
meeting,  and  the  opinion  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  was  equally  di- 
vided as  to  the  language  which  should 
be  used  and  some  Of  the  principles 
Which  should  be  incorporated  in  a 
declaration  of  this  -kind.  The  Ex- 
ecutive then  adjourned  its  meeting 
without  reaching  an  agreement  on 
this  subject,  and  no  further  steps 
have  been  taken  in  the  matter." 

Vice-President  Rees  told  tho  as- 
sembly today  that  a  hurried  draft 
of  a  reconstruction  programme  pre- 
pared by  him  on  Vancouver  Island 
had  been  presented  by  him  at  the 
Executive  Council  meeting,  but  was 
unacceptable  to  President  Moore,  who 
termed  it  "too  poetic." 

Urging  co-operation  in  the  Victory 
Loan  campaign,  Srr  Henry  Drayton, 
Minister  of  Finance,  addressed  the 
delegates    this    morning. 

"There  has  been  a  war,"  he  de- 
clared, "and  there  is  a  mess  to  be 
cleaned  up.  There  aro  our  com- 
mitments to  soldiers  which  must  be 
fulfilled  to  the  last  letter.  There  Is 
not  a  man  In  this  audience  who  does 
not  want  to  see  everything  possible 
done   for  the   returned  soldiers.", 

A  working  capital  would  have  to 
be  provided  for  the  country  to  see 
that  the  wheels  of  Industry  did  not 
cease  to  -turn. 

Speaking  in  behalf  of  tho  Ontario 
Labor  Parly,  Mr.  P.  J.  Halford.  Ham- 
ilton, advocated  tho  election  of  labor 
candidates  to  both  Federal  and  Pro- 
vincial parllanfentn. 

"We  have  got  to  take  a  stand  in 
the  political  field."  ho  declared.  "It 
-has  been  shown  to  uh  that  we  will  not 
get  anything  unless  we  send  our  own 
representatives    to    Parliament." 

Mr.  Halford  was  supported  by  Mr.

would  make  it  an  Instrument  of 
death  to  France,  while  if  the  Cham* 
ber  ratlfled  the  instrument  Franco 
would  become  imbued  with  its  spirit, 
which  would  mean  the  life  and  resur- 
rection  of  the  country. 

The  debate*  bids  fair  to  run  well 
Into  next  month,  unless  the  Govern- 
ment forces  a  vote  or  asks  tho 
Chamber  to* cancel  the  privileges  of 
those  who  have  expressed  their  in- 
tention of  speaking.  This  the  Pre- 
mier seemed   disinclined  to  do. 

Premier  Clemenceau  said  that  If 
he  had  any  word  to  send  the  United 
States  Senate  it  would  %e  that  It 
should  hurry  ratification  of  the  treaty. 

Replying  to  criticisms  of  the 
treaty,  M-  Clemenceau  said  the  league' 
of  nations  was  not  as  perfect  as 
President  Wilson  would  have  desired, 
but  that  he  (Clemenceau)  had  no 
criticisms  ~to  offer. 

If  Germany  had  not  declared  war 
the  Premier  asserted,  she  would  have 
Germanized  the  whole  world.  The 
Socialists  in  the  Chamber,  where  there 
wiia  a  full  attendance  of  the  deputies, 
protested    violently   at   this   assertion. 

The  Premier  read  documents  show- 
ing that  Great  Britain  came-  spon- 
taneously to  tho  help  of  France  with- 
out being  bound  by  any  military  ac- 
cord. 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion  in 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  on  the  peace 
treaty  yesterday  Foreign  Minister 
Pichon  upheld  the  right  of  tho  Blu- 
ish dominions  to  membership  in  tho 
League  fo  Nations.  Ho  declared 
France  had  no  colony  compared  with 
the  British  Dominions  which  had 
raised  nearly  3,000,000  men  during 
the  war.

The  conviction  la  general  in  con- 
ference circles  that  some  recent  com- 
munication from  President  Wilson 
concerning  Flume  was  before  the 
council,  but  there  is  no  dependable 
information  regarding  its  character. 

President  Wilson  has  made  some  re- 
ply to  the  proposition  of  neutralizing 
Flume  and  internationalizing  the 
docks  and  railways.  The  nature  of 
the  reply  is  not  disclosed,  and  the 
American  peace  delegates  refuse  to 
discuss  it.  In  Italian  circles,  however, 
it  is  reported  that  President  Wilson 
has  rejected  the  proposition  and  has 
threatened  an  economic  boycott  if 
Italy  persists  in  holding  Fiume  with- 
out an  agreement  having  been 
reached  among  the  Powers. 

U.S.    Marine*   Intervene  ■ 

COPENHAGEN,  Sept.  25. — United 
States  marines  landed  from  a  torpedo 
boat  destroyer  to  dbmpcl  the  Italians 
to  evacuate  Trau,  Dalmatia,.  accord- 
ing to  a  dispatch  recetvod  here  from* 
Spalato.  The  dispatch  odds  that  the 
Italians  lofrJtftcr^the  inhabitants  fired 
on  them,  and  that.  Jugo-Slav  troops 
took  over  tho  town  from  the  United 
States  sdldlers.  The  dispatch*  which 
Is  dated  September  fr5,  says  that  a 
Jugb-Slav  detachment  was  being  ad- 
vanced toward  Trau  when  the  United 
States  destroyer  entered  the  harbor 
to  compel  the  retirement  of  the  Itali- 
ans. The  inhabitants  of  Trau  then 
opened  fire  on  the  Italians,  who 
hastily  departed.  The  Italian  com- 
mander and  three  men  in  an  armored 
car  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Slavs. 
In  the  meantime  200  United  States 
marines,  with  machine  guns,  landed 
and  took  over  the  armored  car  and 
the  prisoners,  who  were  transferred 
to  an  Italian  ship.  When  the  Serbian 
troops  arrfved  they  were  cnthusi- 
atslcally  welcomed.  The  United  States 
soldiers  handed  over  the  town  to  the 
Jugo-Slav  troops  and  re-cmbarked. 
The  destroyer  will  remain  in  the 
harbor  for  a   few  days.

Tells  Those  Who  Criticize 
Treaty  to  Reflect  on 
France's  Position  During 
War,      ' 


PARIS.  Sept.  21.—- An.  Interesting 
abstract  of  Premier  Cleinenoean'a 
private  views  concerning  the  peaee 
treaty  and  of  thing*  In  general,  aa 
given  to  Senator  Monsservin  a  few 
days  ago,  Is  published  in  L'Eclalr  to- 
day. After  declaring  that  he  never 
doubted  that  Marshal  Foch  and  the 
Allied  troops  would  bring  victory,  M„ 
Clemenceau  said: 

'•Glorious  peace.  We  should  have 
desired  it,  no  dopbt,  with  greater  ad- 
vantage for  our  country.  But  let 
those  who  criticize  the  treaty  and  find 
the  clauses  insufficient  reflect  upon 
-France's  condition  before  the  war 
ended.  Let  them  recollect  that  at 
certain  hour*  the  situation  of  France 
waa  very  low;  that  France  did  net 
make  war  alone,  and  that  despite  our 
great  love  for  our  country,,  we  could 
not  dream  of  placing:  bar  in  the  posi- 
tion which  she  occupied  at  the  height 
of  her  power  after  the  great  victories 
of  the  first  empire. 

"Politically,  my  conceptions  have 
been  modified.  .  Not  that  J  have  aban- 
doned my  democratic  Ideal,  but  my 
view  of  the  mode  of  Its  application 
and  realisation  has  greatly  changed. 
.  "Formerly  I  had  great  distrust  of 
the  clergy. 

"Many  times  regiments  asked  ma 
to  decorate  their  chaplain  because  of 
magnificent  acta  of  bravery  and  devo- 
tion. These  priests  I  decorated  and 
congratulated  with  all  my  heart.  A 
.  man  who  renders  useful  and  ben«.- 
factory  services  to  his  country  must 
be  considered  a  good  servant  of  de- 
mocracy regardless  of  religious  and 
political  opinion. 

"After  the  elections,"  concluded  M. 
Clemenceau,  "I  will  retire  with  the 
'great  reward  that  comes  from  the 
satisfaction  of  having  done  one's  duly 
and  with  the  friendship  of  my  d«r>r 
poilus,  of  whom  I  shall  think  al- 
ways."

ITALIANS  SHZE 
MORE  TERRITORY 

J  "Operations  on  Dalmatian  Coast 
Give  Much  Concern  in  Peace 
Conference  Circles  —  One 
Detachment  Withdraws, 


PARIS,  s>pt.  31.— Apparently  In 
emulation  of  Captain  Gabriele  d'An- 
nunrlo,  whose  dramatic  uelaure  of 
Kiu inn  centred  the  attention  of  tbe 
world  on  the  eastern  littoral  of  the 
Adriatic,  other  Italian  leudera  are  re- 
ported to  be  advancing:  on  Bpalato, 
Suhenico  and  Trau.  Important  towns 
along  the  coast  which  have  been 
under  the  control  of  Jugo-SUv  forces. 
Peace  Conference  circles  are  plainly 
concerned  over  the  situation,  which 
seems  to  have  become  quits  grave. 

Belgrade  advices  declare  Italian 
soldiers  have  overpowered  a  small 
Jugo-Hlnv  force  at  Toguire  and  have 
entered  the  town.  Further  south 
there  appear  to  be  also  disorders,  re- 
ports from  Rome  indicating  there  Is 
a  virtual  reign  of  terror  at  Ragusa,  a 
Dalmatian  town  close  to  the  fron- 
tier of   Montenegro. 

In  addition,  there  are  rumors  that 
the  Italians  plan  to  restore  Kinp 
Nicholas  to  the  Montenegrin  throne, 
from  which  he  was  ousted  by  the  ac- 
tion, of  the  national  assembly  last 
April.  The  action  by  the  national 
assembly  has  never  been  -recognized 
by  the  royal  Montenegrin  Govern- 
ment, which  has'muintalnctl  its  head- 
quartern  near  Paris  for  several 
months. 

King  Nicholas  is  the  father  of 
Queen    Helena    of    Italy. 

8o  far  as  known  definitely,  no 
answer  to  proposals  made  by  Italy 
relative  to  Flume  has  been  received 
from  President  Wilson,  although  It 
Is  Intimated  In  unofficial  Italian 
circles  that  It  has  arrived.  There  is 
a  disposition  on  the  part  of  the 
Italians  to  reject  any  proposition 
looking  to  a  compromise,  the  claims 
being  made  that  the  Storm  throughout 
their  country  can  be  calmed  only 
by  giving    Flume   to   Italy. 

The  crisis  through  which  Italy  is 
passing  is  imputed  to  the  Oreat 
Powers  by  General  Giuseppe  (Pep- 
plno)  Garibaldi,  In  an  interview  pub- 
llshed  in  the  Petit  Parislen  this  morn- 
ing. He  reprouches  them  for  not 
having  given  Italy  all  that  was 
promised  In  the  Treaty  of  London, 
und  declares  It  to  be  the  intention 
of  the  Italian  people  to  keep  Fiume 
"even   at  the   price  of  another  war." 

"It  depends  on  Franco  and  Eng- 
land," he  said,  "whose  populations  are 
with  Italy  In  the  Flume  affair.  What- 
ever should  be  President  Wilson's  an- 
swer to  Italy's  proposals,  we  will 
say  to  him  that  this  dispute  is  be- 
tween Europeans  and  must  be  settled 
between    Europeans. 

"We  know  the  American,  British 
and  French  peoples  are  with  us  In 
this    matter." 

ROME.  Sept.  26. — The  detchment 
of  Italian  officers  and  soldiers  which 
crossed  the  line  of  demarcation  near 
Trau  (Trogleth)  and  penetrated  that 
town  after  disarming  a  small  Serbian 
outpost  has  retired  to  the  Italian 
urea,  according  to  The  Messagenb's 
correspondent  in  Trieste.  The  Italians 
withdrew,  it  was  said,  on  the  advice 
Of   superior    Kalian    officers. 

PARIS.  Sept  25. — A  Rome  dis- 
patch dated  Wednesday  quotes  The 
Epoca  as  stating  that  Serbian  regu- 
lars and  Jugo-Slav  volunteers  have 
taken  up  positions  dominating  Monte 
Neveso,  about  20  miles  north  of

MONTREAL,  Sept.  25. — Charges 
were,  made  before  the  Board  of  Com- 
merce this  morning  that  restaurants 
were  charging  ltc  a  slice  for  -apple 
Pie;  that  false  teeth  manufactured  at 
$5  a  set  were  sold  at  200  per  cent 
profit;  that  sugar  was  retailed  at 
IS  cents  a  pouad  In  many  cases, 
and  could  'not  be  secured  at  all  un- 
less •  other  goods  were  purchased 
with  It,  and  that,  bread  ..was  sold 
at  excessive   prices. 

Dr.  Styles,  of  the  Baby  Welfare 
League,  urged  that  there  should  be 
spme  control  of  the  price  of  milk.  He 
also  said  that  an  Investigation  con- 
ducted by  the  league  last  Summer  In 
the  poorer  districts  of  Montreal 
showed  that  in  65  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  investigated  the  milk  being  sup- 
plied was  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion, that  27  per  cent,  of  the  babies 
were  getting  cows'  milk,  that  33  per 
cent,  got  condensed  milk,  and  that 
40   per  cent,   got  tea  or  coffee. 

TORONTO.  Sept.  25. — For  five 
hours  the  Fair  Price  Committee  yes- 
terday wrestled  in  private  with  the 
problem  of  an  interim  price  for  milk. 
When  th*  members  cmeraed  from 
the  deputation  waiting  room  at  the 
City  Hall  late  yesterday  afternoon, 
Maior  J.  Lewis  Duncan,  the  chair- 
man, made  the  announcement  that 
a  price  had  been  agreed  upon,  but 
It  would  not  be  made  public  until -the 
Board  of  Commerce  had  Dassed  on  it. 
Last  evening  Major  Duncan  an- 
nounced that  the  Board  of  Commerce 
would  resume  its  sittings  here  on. 
Friday    morning. 

OTTAWA,  Sept.  25. — During  ques- 
tion time  In  the  House  today.  In  reply 
to  Mr.  McPhee.  the  Minister  of  Pub- 
lic Works  said  that  investigation  was 
being  made  into  the  cause  of  the 
fire  in  the  basement  of  the  new 
Parliament   Buildings. 

Mr.  Sutherland  then  asked  if  the 
Government  had  any  information  us 
to  the  reported  intention  of  the  Board 
of  Commerce  to  fix  the  price  of  milk. 
Sir  George  Foster  replied  that  the 
Government  had  no  special  informa- 
tion. The  Board  of  Commerce  wan 
conducting  Investigations  under  iis 
own  powers,  and  no  doubt  would 
later  give  some  Intimation  as  to  what 
It  intended   to  do.

Sir  George  Foster  suggested  that 
the  matter  might  be  held  over  as 
communications  were  being  exchanged 
with  the  Board  of  Commerce,  apd 
there  would  then  be  full  Information 
available.

and  the  entire  committee  of  the  Na 
tlonal  Union  of  Kailwaymen.  con- 
ferred for  two  hours  and  a  half  this 
morning  over  the  railway  wage  ques- 
tion which  is  threatening  a  nation- 
wide railway  strike.  At  the  end  of 
this  time  the  conference  took  an  ad- 
journment till  4  o'clock  this  after- 
noon. 

Before  the  session  It  was  stated  by 
the  president  of  the 'union  that  If 
the  conference  failed  to  avoid  a 
strike  the  walkout  would,  begin  at 
midnight  Friday   night. 

It  Is  understood  that  a  certain 
amount  of  progress  toward  a  solution 
of  the  difficulty  was  made  during  the 
discussion.  Sir  Eric  arranged  to 
meet  Premier  Lloyd  George  In  the 
House  before  the  resumption  of  the 
conference  to  go  over  the  ground 
covered  by  the  morning's  discussion 
with  the  rallwaymen's  representa- 
tives. 

During  the  Interval  between  the 
morning  and  afternoon  sessions  an 
Invitation  was  sent  to  the  managers  of 
the  various  railroads.  Inviting  them 
to  a  consultation  with  Premier  Lloyd 
Oeorge,  Sir  Eric  Geddes,  Sir  Auck- 
land Geddes,  Minister  of  National 
Service  and  Reconstruction;  Sir  Rob- 
ert Stevenson  Horn.  Minister  of  La- 
bor, and  Sir  David  Jaiges  Shackle- 
ton,  permanent  secretary  of  the  Min- 
istry of  Labor. 

The  conference  was  resumed  at  4 
o'clock  this  afternoon.  It  was  ex- 
pected that  some  decision  would  be 
arrived  at  late  today  which  would 
avoid  the  threatened  strike. 

Although  the  negotiations  were  not 
completed  prominent  railroad  men 
declared  prior  to  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion that  the  proceedings  had  been  so 
satisfactory  that  it  was  probable  no 
strike  would  be  called  at  the  present 
Juncture. 

The  afternoon  conference  continued 
one  hour,  after  wh|fh  the  railway- 
men's  representatives  left  for  a  con- 
sultation with  Premier  Lloyd  George 
at  his  official  residence  in  Downing 
Street. 

The  Cabinet  was  in  session  yester- 
day for  three  hours  and  discussed  the 
situation.  An  announcement  after 
the  meeting  raid  the  Government  was 
willing  to  continue  negotiations.  It  be- 
ing declared  n  misunderstanding  ex- 
isted. Members  of  the  anion  are 
now  working  under  an  agreement 
with  the  Government  by  which  the 
men  will  continue  to  draw  their  war- 
time wages  until  December  31.  The 
sudden  demand  for  an  Immediate  set- 
tlement, therefore,  came  as  a  sur- 
prise yesterday  and  there  were  hints 
that  the  union's  action  was  of  politi- 
cal  significance. 

Unlike  several  recent  labor  threats. 
which  were  instigated  by  extremists 
s gainst  the  advice  of  leaders,  yester- 
day's sesssaUonal  demand  by  Use  mfl- 


wuymen  emanated  from  union  chiefs, 
who  acted  after  a  deliberate  confer- 
ence. Thus  greater  Importance  at- 
taches to  the  threat,  which  has.  se- 
riously stirred  the  public,  and  which 
came  as  a  surprise,  not  only  to  the 
people  generally,  but  to  many  rail 
way  centres,  where,  it  is  asserted,  the 
workers  are  contented  with  their 
present  position  and  stand  to  gain 
nothing  by  the  strike.  It  is  declared 
they  s re  already  receiving  wages 
which  the  union  would  seek  to  make 
a  standard  throughout  the  country, 
and  are  willing  to  await  ncgptlatlong 
to  fix  rates  to  be  presented  after  De- 
cember 31.  There  is,  however,  no 
a  call  for  a  strike 
would  be  repudiated  anywhere,  al- 
though there  might  be  reluctant  ac- 
quiescence in  some  cases.

Anyone  listening  to  the  discuaslsn 
which  took  place  last  night  under  the 
auspices  'of  the  B.  C.  Vetertnarlana'  As- 
sociation, would  have  gone  home  con- 
vinced that  vegetables  Were  tha  only.' 
aafe  food  under  the  present  conditions. 
It  was  authoritatively  stated  by  the 
city  meat  Inspector  of  Vsncouver  that 
some  of  the  meat  he  had  aeen  in  the 
Victoria  meat  stores  was  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 

Under  the  existing  conditions,  said 
the  inspector,  meat  need  only'  be  In- 
spected If  due  to  be  exported  from  the 
country,  and  this  measure  waa  obtained 
by  the  markets  of  other  countries  de- 
manding the  safeguard  implied.  For 
heme  use,  however,  meat  Is  not  in- 
spected, and  the  result  ia  that  much 
of  the  meat  and  by-products  sold  over 
the  counter  would  not  be  accepted  if 
put  up  for  export 

.  The  president.  Dr.  A  J.  Damman,  In 
opening  the  proceedings  of  the  even- 
ing, referred  to  the  Better  Meat  in- 
spection "Bill  which  the  association  was 
endeavoring  to  bring  before  the  House 
next  session.  It  was  illogical,  he  said, 
that  the  '  home  consumer  should  de- 
mand less  than  the  foreign  market,  |o 
which  the  best  meat  was  now  being 
shipped.  On  the  grounds  of  prevention 
nf  tuberculosis  alone,  the  proper  in- 
spection of  meat  for  human  consump- 
tion was  vitally  necessary,  stated  Mr. 
Damman,  and  tuberculosis  was  only  one 
of  some  67  causes  that  rendered  meat 
unfit  for  consumption.     '        * 

Oatttate  Spreading  ef  maciiu 

General  discussion  on  the  subject  ef 
tubercular  meat,  elicited  the  fact  that 
the  bacilli  could  be.  and  were,  handed 
on  from  one  class  of  animal  to  an- 
other. Cattle  giving  it  to  pigs;  pigs 
giving  it  to  hens;  hens  to  human  be- 
ings. One  case  Ot  a  consumptive  child 
actually  infecting  pigs  by  expectoration 
was  authoritatively  stated  and  vouched 
for  by  the  assembly. 

In  the  lecture  given  .by  Dr.  Brooks, 
Illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  the  vari- 
ous forms  of  tubercular  and  other  ba- 
cilli were  seen  In  active  operation  on  the 
regular  quarters  of  meat  In  market 
dress. 

Prevention  of  disease  from  food 
sources,  it  was  stated,'  lies  in  the  ade- 
quate Inspection  of  all  food  commodi- 
ties, and  not  on*>  milk  and  kindred 
by-products.  This  inspection  could  only 
be  properly  undertaken  by  having  the 
carcass  shipped  to  market  eomplete. 
with  all  its  attachments,'  as  was  now 
being  done  in  the  case  of  hogs  in  Cal- 
gary. The  chairman  referred  to  the 
address  delivered  to  the  Rotsry  Club 
yesterday  and  expressed  his  disappoint- 
ment that  so  few  Rotartana  were  pres- 
ent last  night. 

Speaking  on  the  subject  or  opposition 
to  the  meat  Inspection  scheme.  It  was 
stated,  that  the  main  opposition  lay  in 
the  fact  that  the  necessity  for  this 
was  not  properly  understood  or  suffi- 
ciently widely  known.  The  absolute 
necessity  for  adequate  meat  Inspection 
was  understood  and  fully  realised  by 
the  members  of  the  veterinary  profes- 
sion   .     . ,  . ■       ,,  , 

The  B.  C.  Veterinary  Association  have 
been  advocating  reforms  in  this  direc- 
tion for  nine  years  now,  stated  the  pres- 
ident, but  the  present  matter,  of  meat 
Inspection  was  one  of  the  most  essen- 
tial problems  they  had  ever  dealt  with 
since  the  foundation  of  the  association. 
It  was  hoped  that  the  bill  before  the 
coming  session  of  the  Provincial'  House, 
Would  set  the  food  Inspection  on  a  more 
logical  footing.  The  question  of  com- 
pensation for  destroyed  carcasses  was 
discussed,  and  admitted  to  be  a  most 
Important  point  in  the  opposition  to 
the  measure.  It  was  pointed  out,  how- 
ever, that,  the  additional  expense  of  the 
inspection  service  would  be  more  than 
compensated  for  by  the  reduction  of 
tuberculosis  and  the  other  56  diseases 
that  may  be  transmitted  through  meat

captive  until  the  end  of  the  war.  To 
occupy  their  time  the  prisoners  de- 
vised many  unique  diversions,  Mr.  Ed- 
monds himself  maklryr  the  occasion 
an  opportunity  for  writing  a  volumin- 
ous diary,  some  hooka,  and  a  quantity 
of  original  music.  These,  unfortun- 
ately, were  lost,  although  one  cannot 
but  believe  that  the  creative  occupa- 
tion •  in  Itself  saved  -him  aa  well  as 
many  of  his  fellow  prisoners  from  the 
ennui  which  has  so  often  proved  the 
hardest  and  most  dangerous  feature 
of  prison  life.

U.S.O..  who  has  Judt  returned  from 
overseas  after  four  years  of  service, 
terts  of  an  Interesting  incident  which 
illustrates  the  readiness  with  which 
Ilia  Royal  Highness  at  all  times 
shared  the  dungers  and  difficulties  »«f 
the  British  Tommy  while  in  France 

"The  llrst  time  I  saw  tho  Prince 
was  In  the  8pring  of  1915,  at  Festu- 
bert."  said  Colonel  Rogers.  "The 
Prince  was  always  dodging  about  In 
the  most  hazardous  portions  of  the 
line,  and  on  this  particular  occasion 
the  -  Royal  Artillery  was  defending  a 
difficult  position.  Festubert  might  st 
that  moment  have  been  described  us 
a 'quiet  sector,  but  that  waa  only  a 
relative  term,  as  shells  were  dropping 
to  the  right  and  left  of  us  in  the 
vicinity  of  our  gun  positions.  Tl  e 
!  Oermans  were  trying  to  knock  out 
our '  batteries.  I  saw  the  Prince's  eir 
paas  down  the  road  and  stop.  The 
Prince  left  the  car  and  proceeded  to 
the  front-line  trenches.  Shell  splin- 
ters were  falling  all  around,  but  that 
did  not  disturb  him,  and  he  made  his 
way  direct  to  the  trenches.  The  front 
line  at  that  point  was  separated  from 
the  guns  by  only  about  two  or  ihr«-e 
hundred   yards. 

On  the  Souuno 

"The  next  time  I  saw  the  Prince 
was  in  the  late  Summer  of  1916,  dur- 
ing the  second  phase  of  the  Somm* 
campaign.  With' two  or  three  others. 
I  was  riding  along  the  road  towards 
Fricourt,  hunting  out  shells  in  the 
ammunition  dump*.  You  will  re- 
member that  the  weather  was  any- 
thing but  favorable  Just  at  that 
period  of  the  fighting-.  Rain,  in  fact, 
had  a  good  deal  to  do  with  the  cessa- 
tion of  the  British  drive  that  Was 
launched  there.  The  roads  were  \u 
terrible  condition.  Wc  came  acroia 
a  young  officer  riding  alone  on  a  bi- 
cycle. He  was  having  a  hard  Job  of 
it  to  keep  a  straight  course,  as  the 
ruts  were  deen  and  the  smooth  parts 
of  the  track  extremely  slippery.  The 
bicycle  wobbled  from  side  to  hide 
Not  until  we  had  almost  passed  him 
did  we  recognize  the  young  officer  ua 
the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  it  was  only 
the  decorations  he  wore  that  dis- 
tinguished and  drew  attention  to  him. 
He  gave  us  his  usual  cheery  smlla 
and  apparently  tried  to  salute  us. 

"We    were    havlna    rather    a    rough 
time    of   It   Just    then.      The    Qermans 
were    seeking      out     our    ammunition 
dumps,  and  aeroplanes  were  dropping 
bombs  from  overhead.      Anyone   who 
ventured  out  on  the  roads  those  day* 
was    taking    chances,    but    the    Prlnco 
of  Wales   never  failed   to    meet   every 
danger    with    u    smile.      Although    At, 
that    time    he    wan    acting    as    a    staff' 
captain   of   the   Irish   Uuards,   he   was 
under   fire   a   good    deal    of   the   time, 
and   many  times   went   Into  the   front. 
line  to  shares  the  board  and    lodgtn? 
provided  for  the  British   Tommy." 
Volunteers  at  St 
Colonel    Rogers    has    had    a    some- 
what     remarkable      military      record. 
Twenty  years  before  tho  outbreak  of 
the  Great  War  he   was  Invalided  out 
of' the  service,  and  It  was  not  without 
difficulty  that  he  regained  a  commis- 
sion in  the  army  at  tho  age  of  50.   Hj 
first  Joined  the  British  army  in   187R, 
and   he   served   with   General    Uohetts 
in    the    Afghan    War.      it   was   thirty- 
eight  yearn  later  that  he  was  warded 
the    Distinguished    Service    Order    for 
his  work  at  the  battle  of  the  Sotnrr.n. 
Before   the     present     war     he   Wa* 
running  a  ranch  at  Colwood.     lie  had 
retired    from    the,   Brltinh    Army    with 
the  rank  of  captain.

-B*H  Colonel  Riogers  WW  *C' 
termlned  to  serve  again.  He  wrote 
to  the  Duke  of  Connaught.  wi-lr 
whom,  he  had  ori  ved  in  Egypt,  aid 
told  hi  nithut  he  waa  physiculiy  *U 
and  eager  to  take  a  chance.  The 
Duke  of  Connaught  replied,  saying 
that  he  remembered  him,  and  that,  if 
he  was  In  good  health,  a  place  would 
be  fodnd  for  him. 

A  few  weeks  later  found  Colonel 
Rogers,  then  a  captain,  reporting  at 
the  War  Office  in  London.  Early  in 
1910  he  crossed  the  Channel  as  a 
captain  with  the  first  Kitchener  divi- 
sion— the  Ninth.  After  Loos  the 
division*  was  pretty  well  battered  to 
pieces,  and  the  remnant  went  north 
to  Ypres  as  reinforcements.  In  De- 
cember of  the  same  year  he  was  mado 
a  lieutenant-colonel  and  transferred 
to  the  seventh  Imperial  divisio  i.  to 
which  he  «was  attached  Until  his  re- 
turn to  England  in  191 S. 

Through  Many  Battles 

Colonel  Rogers  was  through  nearly 
all  the  Important  .enajigementb  of 
1910-16-17.  and  18,  He  was  at  the 
taking  of  Bullecourt  and  PasMcheit- 
daele  Ridge,  where  his  division  lost 
43.000  men  in  Us  one  hundred  and 
second  Operation.  Daring  that  fight- 
ing, which  occupied  thirteen  days.  h<» 
division  of  72  gune,  mostly  18 -pound- 
ers and  4.5's,  died  298.000  rounds. 

On  his  return  to  England,  Colon  a  I 
Rogers  was  made  superintend!  iig 
safety  officer  at  the  Ammltol  muni- 
tions factory,  Georgetown,  near  Glas- 
gow, Scotland.  The  plant  occupied 
750  acres. and  employed  14,000  hands. 

When  the  factory  was  closed,  fol- 
lowing the  armistice,  the  place  wis 
transformed  into  a  demobilization 
centre,  and  Colonel  Kogern  was  made 
commandant.  He  left  the  Old  Coun- 
try for  Victoria  about  three  weeks 
ago. 

Colonel  Rogers'  daughter  is  the 
wife  of  Mr.  Lytton  Mara,  son  of  Mr. 
J.  A.  Mara.  Mr.  Lytton  Mara  recently 
returned  after  serving  in  the  moto' 
boat  patrol.

Arguments  of  Mr,  F,  A,  Mc- 
Diarmid  in  Church  Taxation 
Case  in  Supreme  Court, 


That  the,  City  Assessor  was  acting 
well  within  his  rights  and  «Hr»ply  car- 
rying out  the  provisions  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Act  when  he  placed  a  value  on 
church  property  and  declared  It  tax- 
able, was  the  contention  of  Mr.  H.  B. 
Robertson,  counsel  for  the  city  in  the 
church  taxation  case,  before  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Macdonald  In  the  Supreme  Court 
yesterday  morning. 

Mr.  Robertson  will  continue  his  ar- 
gument this  morning,  and  it  Is  prob- 
able that  the  case  will  l>e  adjourned 
this  afternoon.  Judgment  will  prob- 
ably be  reserved. 

Mr.  F.  A.  McDiarmid.  K.C.,  and  Miss 
Rlngland  are  acting  for  Klshop  Mac- 
donald. plaintiff,  who  claims  that  the 
Roman  Catholic  church  property  at 
tile  corner  of  View  and  Blanshard 
Streets  has  been  Illegally  taxed.  Mr. 
McDiarmid  concluded  his  argu- 
ment yesterday,-  and  Mr.  Robert- 
son commenced  his  argument  shortly 
before  adjournment.  City  Solicitor  H. 
8.  Pringle  is  acting  with  Mr.  Robert- 
son, but  yesterday  was  unable  to  at- 
tend the  court.

ALICE  TO  AGAIN 

TRANSPORT  PRINCE 

The  Princess  Alice  will  carry  the 
Prince  of  Wales  back  to  the  Main- 
land. The  C.  P.  R.  steamer  will  leave 
Victoria  at  11:46  on  Sunday  night, 
being  reserved  for  the  royal  party 
alone.  There  Is  no  regular  sailing  out 
of  here  for  Vancouver  on  Sunday 
night,  but  It  is  likely  that  the  Princess 
Maqulnna  will  take  the  run  If  she 
gets   In   from   the   West  Coast. 


Considerable  Interest  is  being 
shown  in  the  aeroplane  on  exhibition 
at  the  Home  Products  Fair.  The  ma- 
chine Is  the  original  Pathfinder,  the 
pioneer  of  modern  aeronautics  in 
Victoria.  The  display  is  su  arranged 
as  to  give  the  public  an  excellent  view 

of  the  skeleton  of  the  machine.  At 
present  this  Pathfinder  No.  1  is  in 
the  hands  of  Messrs.  Yarrows  Lim- 
ited, for  complete  overhauling  and  re- 
pairing after  the  mishap  in  Vancou- 
ver, and  will  be  ready  to  fly  again  in 
the  .course  of  the  next  week.  The  ma- 
chine was  originally  C  242  Canadian 
Training  Machine,  flying  at  Leaside. 
Toronto.  It  was  brought  up  here  by 
the  Victoria  branch  of  the  Canadian 
Aerial  League  in  May  and  haa  since 
carried  into  the  air  around  eighty 
passengers.  It  has  made  flights  to 
Seattle,  Vancouver  and  Sidney.  It 
is  equipped  with  wire  wheels  with  or- 
dinary cord  tires,  and  has  shock  ab- 
sorbers to  take  the  shock  off  alighting. 
The  construction  of  the  undercar- 
carriage.  which  carries  cross  bracing 
wires,    is   well   exposed    to   the   public. 

Beside  the  machine,  which  is  hang- 
ing so  as  to  give  a  thorough  view  of 
all  parts,  is  to  be  seen  the  V  type 
90  horsepower,  eight  cylinder  Curliss 
englhe,  which  is  put  into  operation  by 
an  electric  battery  belonging  to  Yar- 
rowB  Limited.  The  revolution  of  this 
engine  while  the  machine  is  flying  is 
1,350  per  minute.  It  is  so  exhibited 
that  a  good  view  Is  given  of  the  Ber- 
lin magneto,  the  casing  of  which  is 
off  so  as  to  show  the  distributor.  Tire 
action  of  the  valves,  water  packets  and 
push  rods  is  plainly  noticeable. 

In  another  part  of  the  exhibit  is 
the  skeleton  framework  of  one  of  tho 
wings,  showing  the  internal  bracings. 
An  Interesting  point  about  this  wing 
Is  that  the  front  und  rear  main  spar 
of  the  wing  Is  built  In  one  piece, 
demonstrating  the  excellent  quality  of. 
British  Columbia  timber.  These  spars 
are  usually  built  In  three  pieces  und 
spliced. 

Everything  about  this  machine,  ex- 
cept a  few  air  craft  fittings,  Is  of  local 
workmanship  and  material  and  was 
re-bullt  entirely  in  Yarrows'  yards. 

There  is  also  to  be  seen  a  sample  of 
the  material  used  to  cover  the  wings, 
and  framing.  It  is  made  of  linen  of 
the  very  best  quality,  and  covered 
with  a  water-proof  varnish  technically 
tknown  as  "dope"  to  tighten  on  the 
frame  and  reduce  the  skin  friction.. 

Every  evening  some  member  of  the 
Aerial  League  Is  present  and  gives  a 
little  talk  on  aircraft  to  the  intense  en- 
joyment of  a  large  crowd.  The  great 
Interest  shown  at  this  booth,  espec- 
ially by -young  men,  Is  Indicative  of  the 
fascination  flying  is  exercising  over 
the  human  mind.  The  exhibit  does 
great  credit  to  the  workmanship  of 
the  local  Yarrows  in  their  entire  re- 
haullng  and  almost  rebuilding  of  this 
machine.

Speaking  of  the  Trans-Pacific 
Prince  of  Wales'  prise  for  Canadian- 
manned  lighter  than  air  machines, 
yesterday,  Mr.  Norman  Yarrow  stated 
that  it  was  primarily  a  move  to  de- 
velop Intereat  In  the  construction  of 
lighter  than  air  machines  In  the  Do- 
minion. He  contended  that  almost  all 
the  material  that  goes  Into  the  con- 
struction of  a  modern  dirigible  could 
be  obtained  from  Canadian  sources. 
A  clause  in  the  agreement  of  the  con- 
test provides  for  the  importation  of 
any  material  or  manufactured  article 
that  absolutely  cannot  be  produced  in 
Canada. 

The  time  limit  set  Is  very  generous, 
as  the  immense  dirigible  R-34,  the 
first  machine  of  its  kind,  was  turned 
out  by  the  Beardmore  company  of 
England  in  twelve  months.  A  sister 
ship  to  the  R-34  could  be  manufac- 
tured by  this  company  In  nine  months, 
It  is  stated.  Taking  this  rate  of  con- 
struction as  being  an  average,  It  is 
possible  to  construct  an  airship  meet- 
ing the  necessary  requirements  for  the 
flight  within  ample  time  to  have  sev- 
eral attempts.  As.  an  outcome  of  this 
enterprise  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Yarrow 
and  hla  associates,  Canada  may  come 
to  the  front  In  the  matter  of  airship 
construction.  - 

The  splendid  showing  made  by  the 
R-34  In  Its  return  trip  recently 
should  serve  to  indicate  the  reli- 
ability Of  the  modern  lighter  than  air 
craft  for  freight  and  passenger  work 
over  extended  distances.  The  dis- 
tance in  straight  flight  across  the 
Pacific  to  Japan  is  roughly  4,320 
miles,  which  makes  the  attempt  by 
anything  but  a  dirigible  a  matter  of 
extreme  daring.  It  will  be  Interesting 
to  follow  the  record '  of  the  entries 
presented.  A  rumor  Is  already  afloat 
that  one  -entry  has  been  listed,  but 
Mr.  Yarrow*  and  the  Aerial  League 
both  disclaim  any  knowledge  of  each 
entry.  The  Thomas  Inch  prise  of 
150,000  is  still  open  for  straight  hea- 
vier than  air  types,  and  no  asw  en- 
tries have  been  published  to  date  other 
than  the  entry  of  tha  O.  Whits  Com- 
pany, who  propose  to  attempt  the 
flight  with  a  White  monoplane.

Hunters  were  ready  to  go 
out  into  the  woods  for  beer  and  deer 
and  grouse,  and  there  was  to  have 
been  an  Immense  barbecue.  But  per- 
haps the  most  poignant  evidence  of 
the  disappointment  of  the  Al- 
bernla  was  displayed  in  the 
hundreds  and  hundreds  of  yards 
of  bunting  hanging  out  on  a 
mile,  more  or  less,  of  cjothesllne.

Perhaps  if  ths 
Prince  had  known  what  was  in  store 
for  him  he  might  have  had  a  word 
to  say  about  continuing  his  trip  to  the 
Albernla,  for  It  was  to  have  been  a 
real  Western  cntertalnrnent.  just  such 
as  the  Prince  would  have  liked.

Possibilities  of  Small  Fruits  on 
Vancouver  Island 

By  E.  W.  Wklte,  Dlttrict  Horticulturist,  In  Fsrm  and  Horn*. 


The  harvest  ,of  small  frolta  la 
British  Columbia  for  111*  has  been 
almost  completed,  and  it  baa  been  na 
eminently  successful  won.  at  leaut 
a*  far  as  price  was  concerned,  and  t*.e 
crop  Itself  was  a  good  averse*. . 

The,  prices  paid  for  small  fruits  In 
British  Columbia  in  tfl*  probably 
reached  a  higher  level. Chan  ever  be- 
fore. The  different .  manufacturer* 
paid  not  leas  than  lie  per  lb.  for 
strawberries,  and  some  stocks  sold 
higher.  This  meant  that  the  grower 
of  necessity  had  to  receive  not  '  >*s 
than  f I. lb  , per.  crate  f.o.b.  shipping 
point,  and  moat  stocks  were  ezproted 
point,  and'  moot  stocks  were  exported 
sold  at  a  little  higher  price.  Hasp- 
berries  sold  st  17c  per  lb.  for  Jam 
purposes,  and  from  $4  to  $4.60.  Cor 
crate  stock.  liven  loganberries 
brought  18c  per  lb.  from  the  Jam 
factories,  and  growers  did  extremely 
well  with  this  berry.  Blackberries, 
currants  and  gooseberries  all  brought 
good  prices  this  year. 

Figures  for  the  l»i»  crop  are  uot 
yet  complete,  but  In  strawberries 
alone  the  crop  from  British  Columbia, 
will  probably  reach  the  total  uf  two 
thousand  tons,  valued  at  not  lees  thaa 
|«S0.0«o.     This  Is  very  interesting  In 
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comparison  with  the     Mil     produc- 
tion. 

Production  In   lilt 

According  to  the  I'll  figures  of  tr.o 
Statist les  Branch  the  total  QuanUty 
of  small  fruits  produoed  In  British 
Columbia  amounted  to  s.&IT.tSS  lbs., 
valued  at  8»>8,88Z.  which  la  approxi- 
mately %Y»  per  cent  of  the  total  ton  - 
huge  and  l*y>  per  cent  of  the  total 
value  of  all  fruits  produced  In  British 
Columbia  In  l»lt. 

Of  the  above  total.  8.488,148  lbs., 
valued  at  H40.451.4i.  were  used  by. 
the  canneries  and  jam  factories  of 
th*  province  and  manufactured,  into 
by-products,  or  a  better  term  would 
he  fruit  products.  Of  the  balance,  a 
greater  proportion  was  shipped  in  the 
fresh  state  to  prairie  points  and  the 
rest  was  used  for  looul  consumption. 

Future  Proanevta 
■  Mr.  J.  A.  Uiant.  prairie  'ruit  rvu  - 
kets  commissioner,  of  the  B.  C  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  informs  ,iu 
thtft  there  Is  a  market  on  the  prairies 
for.  ten  times  the  amount  uf ;  smai! 
fruits  we  ship,  and  then  when  we 
reach  that  tonnage./  he  will  And  a 
market  for  ten  times  that  produc- 
tion. A 

l'rices  may  not  always  be  .main- 
tained at  the  present  high  level,  :>ut 
even  If  they  should  drop  lo  a  pre- 
war footing  there  is  still  a  good  liv- 
ing for  the  small  fruit  man  who  Is 
not  afraid  to  work.  It  is  the  opin- 
ion of  the  writer,  however,  that  tho 
present  scale,  of  prices  will  hold  for 
some    time. 

This  condition  is  due  to  the  great 
depletion  of  reserve  stocks  of  Jams 
and  Jellies  due  to-  the  war  and  the 
greatly  reduced  acreage.  In  British 
Columbia  the  acreage  has  been  fairly 
well  maintained  and.  has  even  in- 
creased slightly,  but  in  strawberries 
alone  the  three  states  to  the  south 
show  a  great  decrease  in  acreage.  In 
the  last  four  years  Washington  has 
dropped  from  approximately  4.000 
acres  to  800  acres.  Oregon  Is  in  ul  out 
the'  same  condition,  and  the  acreage 
in  California  has  decreased  .. Inioai 
100  per  cent,  from  8,000  acres  t3 
4,000  acres.         '  .       i 

The  Time  Is  Opportune 
Now  Is  the  time  for  British  Colum- 
bia growers  to  grasp  an  opportunity 
and  tc  develop  a  small  fruit  Industry 
which  will  be  second  to  none  on  the 
North  American  continent.  Thare  is 
no  reason  why  we  should  not  :.ave  a 
second  Hood  River,  for  strawbtrrlis, 
a  second  Puyallup  for  raspberries,  and 
a  second  Salem  for  loganberries. 
Coast  Sections  Ideal 
Vancouver  island  and  the  Lower 
Mainland  are  extremely  ..  favorably 
situated  as  regards  climate,  soli, 'and 
markets,  for  the  production  «,f  small 
fruits.  It  may  be  advisable  for  cer- 
tain districts  to  develop  a  certain* 
specialty,  as  the  Gordon  Head  and 
Keating  districts'are  doing.  Here  the 
strawberry  Is  the  main  leader,  with 
logans  coming  strong.  Currants  and 
gooseberries  are  minors,  while  rasp- 
berries are  almost  an  unknown"  fruit 
as  far  as  commercial  production  Is 
concerned. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Mission - 
Hatsic  district  Is  the  great  raspberry 
section  of  British  Columbia '  with 
blackberries  and  logans  a  good  sec- 
ond. Hammond-Hangy  la  developing 
fast  In  strawberries.  Chllllwaok  and 
the  Delta,  though  primarily  at  the 
present  tithe;'  dairying  and  mixed 
farming  sections,  have  a  bright  future 
fn  small  fruits. 

Our  Competitors 

The  writer  has  /ecentiy  returned 
from  a  .tour  of  the  fruit  sections  of 
the  North  West,  which  Included 
most  of  the  small  fruit  sections.  In 
looking  over  these  sections  and, then 
coming  back  to  British  Columbia'  and 
thinking  about  them,  1  am  more  than 
ever  Impressed  with  the  great  possi- 
bilities we  have  right  at  home. . 

At  Kennewick,  Washington,  they 
grow  some .  of  .  the  earliest  strawber- 
ries that  reach  the  market,  but  why 
anyone  can  be1  content  to  live  in  'ken- 
newick is  beyond  my  comprehension. 
At  White  Salmon  and  Underwood. 
Washington,  and  at  Hood  River,  Ore- 
gon, living  conditions  are  more  favor- 
able, and  they  raise  fine  berries.  Hood 
River  berries  demand  .the  highest 
price  on  the  market,  but  the  average 
yield  per  acre  is  only  about  100 
crates.  Growers  on  Vancouver  Islanl 
and  the  Lower  Mainland  should  har- 
vest from  400  to  600  crates  per  acre. 
Salem,    Washington,    Is   the    greatest

One  thing,  however,  which  did 
Impress  tint  writer  very  ■tiangly  and 
that  was  the  great  advantage  of  a 
water  supply  for  Irrigation,  and  the 
time  Is  not  for  distant  whan  a, supply 
nstggt  be  made  available  for  ©or  grow- 
ers in  the  small  fruit  districts. 

It  is  well  known  that  we  get  an 
ample  annual  rainfall  on  the  Island 
and  Coast  sections,  but  this  practic- 
ally all  comes  In  the  Winter  months. 
A  supply  of  Irrigation  water  just  at 
the  critical  time,  might  mean  the 
difference  between  success  and  fail- 
ure.

This  being  a  fu vocable  year,  there 
have  been  some  excellent  yields  re- 
ported. One  of  the  best  in  straw- 
berries which  has  come  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  writer,  was  reported  by 
Mr.  J.  H.  Sutton,  secretary  Saantoh 
Fruit  Growers'  Association,  Keating, 
B.  C.  During  the  Winter  of  1917  a 
piece  of  bush  land,  approximately  \\* 
acres,  which  had  been  used  as  a 
chicken  run  for  several  years  pre- 
viously, was  cleared  up  and  planted 
In  the  Spring  of  1*18  to  the  Magoon 
variety.  The  plants  made  excellent 
txrowth  during  the  Summer,  and  came 
through,  the  Winter  in  good  shape, 
with  the  exception  of  about  2,000, 
which  were  badly  injured  by  standing 
water.  The  original  planting  was 
about  14.000  plants,  but  due  to  the 
loss  during  the  Winter,  10  was  esti- 
mated that  picking  was  done  from 
18.000  plants  In  1819.  The  yield  re- 
ported from  this  acreage  was  300 
crates,  averaging  16  lbs.  per  crate, 
and  708  pails  of  Jam  berries,  averag- 
ing 25  lbs.  per  pall,  totalling  22, C00 
lbs.,  or  gutween  7  und  8  tons  per 
acre. 

From  Gordon  Head  Is  reported  the 
following  yield  of.  1,817  crates  and 
14  tons  of  jam  berries  from  €  acres; 
3  acres,  first  year  crop,  and  3  acres 
Becond  year  crop.  The  yield  from 
the  second-year  piece  was  better  than 
from  the  other,  and  averaged  600 
crates  per  acre.  It  might  be  stated 
that  this  is  the  fifth  crop  of  straw- 
berries produced  on  that  piece  of 
land  In  seven  years.  That  Is  not  good 
practice,  but,  under  the  circum- 
stances, it  could  not  be  avoided. 

The  loganberry  harvest  has  Just 
recently  been  completed,  and  Mr. 
George  Stewart,  Keating,  B.  C,  had 
a  yield  of  5.400  lbs.  from  300  plants, 
set  8  ft  by  10  ft.,  or  an  average  of 
18  lbs.  per  plant.  This  would  mean 
a  yield  of  approximately  5  tons  per 
acre,  and,  at  this  year's  price  of  16c 
per  lb.  for  Jam  berries,  a  gross  re- 
torn  of  $1,600  per  acre.  Mr.  W.  F. 
Somers,  Gordon  Head,  had  a  yield  of 
24  lbs.  of  logans  per  plant.  This  in- 
crease of  6  lbs.  over  Mr.  Stewart's 
average,  was  due  principally  to  a 
home-made  system  of  Irrigation, 
well,  gasoline  pump  and  cistern.  On 
an  acre  basis,  at  this  year's  price, 
with  plants  set  8  x  10  Inches,  this 
Increase  of  6  lbs.  per  plant  means 
an  Increase  In  gross  revenue  of 
$622.24  per  acre.  Irrigation  is  ot>scn- 
tlal. 

These  reports  sound  alluring,  but 
the  uninitiated  reader  should  not  'get 
the  Idea  that  there  Is  a  fortune  in 
small  fruits.  Year  in  and  year  out 
there  is  a  good  living  for  the  man 
who  is  not  afraid  to  work,  but  there 
are  many  contingencies  which  must 
be  met  each  and  every  year.  Straw- 
berry weevil  is  playing  havoc  in  the 
strawberry  plantations,  and,  at  the 
present  time,  the  Horticultural 
branch,  and  the  Dominion  Entomol- 
ogical branch  are  conducting  experi- 
ments with  different  control  meth- 
od* on  a  6-acre  demonstration  plot  at 
Gordon  Head. 

There  are  other  Insect  pests,  and 
diseases,  which  trouble  the  other 
varieties  of  smal  fruits,  such  as  root 
borers  and  cane  borers  in  the-  rasp- 
berries, logans  and  blackberries,  the 
currant  worm  and  currant  maggot 
in  currants  and  gooseberries,  and 
anthraonose  In  some  of  the  care 
fruits.  However,  with  careful  atten- 
tion these  troubles  may  usually  be 
held  well  In  oheck. 

The  small  fruit  man  1b  also  ex- 
tremely dependent  on  climatic  con- 
ditions. A  frost  may  come  when  the 
strawberries  are  in  bloom,  which 
would  ruin  the  crop.  Heavy  precip 
itation  or  extremes  of  temperatures 
during  the  Winter  may  injure  the 
plants.  A  long  period  of  drought 
during  the  Summer  may  materially 
shorten  the  crop,  while  a  heavy  or 
prolonged  rain  during  the  height  of 
the  picking  season  may  spell  din- 
aster  to  the  raspberry  growers  In  par- 
ticular. 

However,  despite  all  these  handi- 
caps, the  Writer  does  not  hesitate  for 
a  moment  to  recommend  extension  in 
the   small    fruit  industry. 

There*  are  fresh  fruit  markets  still 
untouched;  the  Jam  factories  are 
capable  of  extension  and  able  to 
handle  more  stocks;  the  fruit  Julco 
industry  in  British  Columbia  has  not 
yet   been  born   commercially. 

It  Is  essential  that  the  small  fruit 
men  co-operate  In  shipping;  there- 
fore if  you  are  an  old  or  a  new 
grower,  or  have  Intentions  of  going 
into  the  business  do  not  hesitate  to 
Join  up  with  the  Growers'  Co-opera- 
tive- shipping  organisation  In  your 
district  and  support  it  loyally  so  that 
It  will  be  In  a  position  to  serve  you 
to  the  best  advantage. 

JAPAN  WILL  INVITE

TOKIO,  Sept.  2,5. — Japan  Is  plan- 
ning officially  to  Invite  China,  to  con- 
fer on  the  Shantung  situation,  after 
Japan  has  ratified  the  peace  treaty. 
This  fact  was  communicated  to  the 
correspondent  today  by  officials,  who 
added  that  Japan  naturally  could  not 
compel  China  to  accept  the  invita- 
tion. 

"Japan,"  said  one  official,  "is  anx- 
ious to  settle  the  question  of  the 
restoration  of  Shantung  as  quickly  as 
possible,  but  if  China  declines  to 
negotiate  Japan  will  be  obliged  to 
allow  the  present  conditions  as  to 
Shantung  to  remain  unchanged."

HINDU  PRIEST  TAKEN 

ON  MURDER  CHARGE 


Gopal  Singh,  Alleged  to  Have 
Been  Implicated  in  Disap- 
pearance of  Lai  Singh  in 
1917,  Arrested  Here. 


Gopal  Singh,  priest  at  the  Hindu 
Temple  on  Blackwood  Street,  was  ar- 
rested yesterday  morning  on  a  war- 
rant Issued  by  the  South  Vancouver 
police  authorities  charging  him  with 
being  Implicated  in  the  murder  of  a 
fellow  countrymen,  Lai  Blngh,  at 
South  Vancouver  In  May,  1117.  The 
arrest  was  effected  by  Chief  Winters, 
of  the  South  Vancouver  police  force, 
assisted  by  Detective  Phlpps  of  the 
Victoria  plain  olothee  branch. 

The  warrant  under  which  the  ar- 
rest was  made  alleged  that  Gopal 
Singh,  in  company  with  four  other 
Hindus,  murdered  Lai  Singh,  a  fel- 
low countryman,  in  May,  1917.  The 
activities  of  the  South  Vancouver  po- 
lice commenced  a  few  days  ago  when. 
the  remains  of  a  man  were  discovered 
in  some  mill  rubbish  near  an  old 
lumber  mill  at  South  Vancouver; 
Amopg  the 'bones  were  articles  which 
Indicated  that  the  remains  were  those 
Of  Lai  Singh  who  mysteriously  disap- 
peared In  May.  1»17,  and  of  whom' 
hot  a  trace  has  been  seen  since.   Two, 

Jtner  arreewvhave  been  made,  shir 
ingh  and  Herman  Singh  being  de- 
tained by  the  South  Vancouver  police 
and  search  Is  now  progressing  for  a 
fourth  who  is  .believed  to  be  some- 
where Up  the  Coast. 

Information  of  the  murder,  It  is 
alleged,  has  been  seeured  by  the 
South  Vancouver  police  from  a  Hindu 
who  has  consented  to  turn  King's 
evidence.  At  the  time  of  the  disap- 
pearance of  Lai  Singh,  he  and  four 
Hindus,  three  of  whom  are  now  un- 
der arrest,  were  interested  in  the  mill 
at  which  the)  discovery  of  the  body 
was  made  a  few  days  ago.  It  Is  al- 
leged by  the  police  that  this  Hindu, 
the  day  following  the  disappearance 
Of  Lai  Singh,  found  the  letter's  tur- 
ban In  the  mill  yard.  He  asked  Oopal 
•lath,  who  then  resided  »t  South 
Vancouver,  where  Lai  Singh  had  gone, 
aad,  the  Informant's  statement  al- 
leges, Oopal  Singh  answered  that  Lai 
Singh  had  boon  "Used"  end  that  If 
he  (the  Informant)  did  not  take  care 
be,  too,  would  meet  the  same  fate. 
Then  Oopal  Stash,  it  Is  alleged,  threw 
the  turban  into  a  stove  aad  de- 
stroyed It.

His  Royal  Highness  Appears  at 
Craigdarroch  Castle  In  Uni- 
form' of  Naval  Captain — 
Cheerechby  Throng. 


Radiating  cheer  and  goodwill  with 
every  smile,  end  appearing  fresh  end 
active  notwithstanding  his  strenuous 
routine  of  the  past  few  days.  His  Royal 
Highness  the  Prlece  of  Wales,  smartly 
attired  in  the  uniform  of  a  naval  cap- 
tain, visited  Craigdarroch  Castle  yes- 
terday morning.  Once  more  was  his 
appearance  in  public  the  signal  for 
enthusiastic  acclaim,  which  he  ac- 
knowledged in  the  pleasant  and  un- 
assuming manner  which  has  endeared 
him  to  every  man,  woman  and  child  in 
Victoria.  Hie  heartfelt  Interest  In  the 
wounded  Tommy  was  once  more 
proved  by  the  genial  conversations  he 
held  with  the  crippled  heroes  who  are 
now  domiciled  at  the  castle. 

Leaving  his  car  outside  the  grounds 
the  Prince  walked  In  the  driveway  and 
under  an  arch  decorated  effectively  in 
purple  and  white  bunting,  with  laurel 
leavee  and  fir  branches,  the  „  whole 
centred  with  his  crest.  He  was  accom- 
panied on  the  left  by  his  aide-de- 
camp, Rear-Admiral  Sir  Lionel  Hal- 
sey,  and  the  remainder  of  the  staff 
followed  in  the  rear.  The  throng  at 
the  gates  gave  the  Prince  a  warm  re- 
ception and  ae  he  walked  around  the 
driveway  the  cheering  Increased  in 
volume.  Each  Highlander  on  sentry 
duty  came  to  the  salute  smartly  as  the 
Prince  passed  him. 

At  the  foot  of  the  steps  His  Royal

Signs  Visitors'  Book 

The  Prince  was  escorted  around  the 
veranda  and  entered  the  Western 
door.  In  the  rotunda  he  signed  the 
visitors'  book  and  then  proceeded  to 
the  second  floor  to  Inspect  the  wards, 
Nursing  Sisters  Slnnett,  Moore  and 
Collls  being  presented  to  him  es  he 
entered.  All  the  up-patients  stood  by 
their  cots  and  four  veterans,  who  were 
badly  crippled,  remained  In  bed.  The 
Prince  shook  hands  with  each  man 
and  spoke  to  him,  and  questioned  any 
man  wearing  South  African  medals  or 
ribbons  of  honor,  as  to  what  unit  and 
what  engagements  he  had  served  in 
and  how  he  had  won  hie  decoration. 
He  showed  a  keenly  sympathetic  In- 
terest in  the  bed  patients,  paying  them 
particular  attention. 

Following  his  Inspection  of  the 
wards,  the  Prince  climbed  the  stairs  to 
the  tower,  from  which  vantage  point 
he  viewed  the  city.  He  was  greatly 
pleased  with  the  panorama  and  was 
enthusiastic  In  his  admiration  of  the 
city  and  Its  immediate  environs.  Re- 
turning to  the  main. floor  he  Inspected 
the  recreation  rooms  and  the  dining 
room,  where  Miss  Nickell,  the  dieti- 
tian, was  presented  to  him. 

As  His  Royal  Highness  was  about  to 
step  Into  his  car,  and  while  the  cam- 
eras were  clicking  with  feverish 
rapidity,  three  cheers  and  a  tiger  were 
called  for  and  given  by  the  crowd  In 
the  same  lusty  manner  that  hae  char* 
acterlsed  the  cheering  for  the  Royal 
visitor  on  every  occasion  during  his 
stay  In  Victoria.

GOES  TOOtllNu  AND— 
SHOOTS  A  PORPOISE 

One-Time  Sealer  Out  of  This 
Port  Brings  Back  Huge  Car- 
cass in  Rowboat  From 
Straits. 


Juat  as  a  reminder  of  old  times 
when  he  sealed  and  shot  eea  otter  out 
of  Victoria.  Mr.  Max  Lohbrunner  of 
this  city  on  Wednesday  afternoon 
took  a  title  with  him  when  he  went 
calmed  trolling  In  tho  Straits.  He  had 
hopes  of  getting  a  shot  at  porpoise 
which  he  has  seen  at  different  times 
rolling  their  way  in  pursuit  of  salmon. 

Three  or  four  miles  off  Brotchle 
Ledge  the  hunter  sighted  a  couple  of 
porpoise,  and  knowing  their  ways 
through  long  years  of  seeling  and 
otter  shooting,  he  approached  them 
and  at  forty  or  fifty  yards  succeeded 
in  hitting  one  of  the  mammals.  While 
the  big  brute  thrashed  the  water  In  Its 
death  throes  Mr.  Lohbrunner  got 
alongside  and  shoved  home  his  gaff. 
Hanging  on  until  the  porpoise  ceased 
its  struggles  he  got  lines  around  the 
carcass  and  parbuckled  it  Into  tho 
rowboat  after  the  manner  wtth  which 
he  has  handled  big  seals  and  sea  lions 
In"  the  past. 

The  porpoise  killed  weighed  about 
250  pounds,  and  was  seven  or  eight 
feet  in  length.  Mr.  Lohbrunner  has 
cut  It  up  and  given  the  meat  around 
to  his  friends.  He  claims  that  it  tastes 
the  same  as  beef  and  makes  fine  eat- 
ing. The  oil  Is  very  high  grade  and 
the  skin  Is  also  of  value.  The  success- 
ful hunter  also  states  that  the  thick 
blubber  can  be  cut  off  and  cooked  to 
taste  very  much  like  bacon. 

For  seven  years  Mr.  Lohbrunner 
sesled  out  of  this  port,  and  for  four 
years  ho  woe  shooting  sea  otter.  His 
past  experience  Induced  him  to  take 
his  gun  out  when  he  went  trolling  on 
Wednesdey.  He  stated  tost  night  that 
It  Is  difficult  to  get  a  porpoise  owing 
to  the  fact  that  it  usually  sinks  like 
a  stone  when  killed.  The  only  hope 
of  getting  to  It  In  time  Is  when  It  does 
not  die  at  once  but  threshes  about. 
Also  the  best  time  to  shoot  is  when 
the  mammal  has  just  come  to  the  sur- 
face and  blown  as  it  Is  then  filled 
with  air. 

8omc  time  ago  Mr.  Lohbrunner  shot 
a  porpoise  but  it  sank  before  he  could 
reach  It.  He  has  shot  quite  a  number 
of  seals  in  these  waters,  but  he  says 
that  as  they  are  hslr  seals  they  ere  of 
IK  tie  value. 

This  Is  the  best  time  to  get  por- 
poise as  they  follow  the  salmon  up  the 
Straits. 

Mr.  Lohbrunner  resides  at  124S 
Dominion  Road.  He  endeavored  to 
put  the  porpoise  In  the  Home  Pro- 
ducts Exhibition  but  owing  to  the  hot 
weather  and  lack  of  cold  storage 
facilities  It  was  thought  dangerous  to 
exhibit  the  catch. 

The  hunter  In  fields  marine  Is  not 
worried  by  game  laws  and  closed  sea- 
sons. A  too  he  to  not  afraid  of  being 
shot  ct  or  of  hitting  any  of  his  friends. 
Getting  porpoise  "on  the  wing"  to  a 
sport  calling  for  considerable  skill.
